Some legal authorities said 
- the meaning of the statute was 
[that presidential widows were 
entitled to the pension, only so 
; long as they were widows. The 


opposing view was that the pen- 
sions were conferred on them as 
individuals, not as widows, and 
thus were granted for life. 

The official Treasury view, 
one of the department's legal 
experts said, was that the stat- 
ute was so ambiguously worded 
it could be read either way. 

The text of Mrs. Onassis' 
letter was not made public. A 
Treasury spokesman said re- 
lease of it would be inappropri- 
ate because of the personal na- 
ture of some of the contents. 
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
